GAME LAWS IN TBE FAR NORTH-WEST 
The following excellent letter from 
‘the pen of H. Harrison Young, fish- 
eries and fur inspector, Edmenton: 
‘was read ata recent meeting of the 
Gan Ciub. Mr. Young’s suggestions 
received the thorough endorsation of

Geytiemex :—AsI have for many 
takea considerable interest in 

the game birds and fur bearing animals 
of this country, and have seen with 
regret thet the latter especially have 
been killed out, without a voice being 
raised in behalf of their protection, I 
have thought if I could succeed in 
inducing this club to take such action 
aswould bring the fae.s of the case 
to the nutice of the Government, 
either Provincial or Domiuion, it 
might be of someeffect. Anyone who 
has given this mattcr any actention 
wili have noticed in older Canada, and 
throughout the United States, pre 
cautionary measures were in uearly 
every case taken too late. Would it 
not be wise for us to profit by this 
by taking prompt action to preserve 
the game of all kinds we have with 
us The preservation of all feathered 
game, and animals such as mouse. elk, 
cariboo, deer and antelope, is probably 
tw a strictly sporting club, the side of 
the matier that would appeal to you 
most strovgly. But as the members 
of this clab are principally men en- 
gaged in sume form of trsde and are 
all interested in the welfare of this 
country, | think when you consider 
what a source of wealth the fur trade 
Jhas been to the West, and particular- 
ly to Edmonton, that anything tend- 
‘ing to the detriment of that trade is a 
‘matter worthy of your consideration, 
and of your best efforts to havea stop 
put. to any practices that may be 
working against its continuance. 
These few remarks must be my apol- 
ogy for asking your attention while I 
briefly state a few facts in support of 
che above contentions. In regard to 
-eathered game, we have laws which 
-trictly enforced would have the de- 
sired effect. «he Game Guardians 
appointed all over the country do very 
fair work, but you cannot expect too 
much from an appaid man. Why 
should avy man be asked to give his 
time gratis to enforce the law! and a 
Game Guardian to do good and effect- 
ive work must lose considerable time 
and be cut of pocket by it. In other 
words Game Guardians should be paid 
men and sworn to do their duty. We 
know that in Edmonton two years ago 
we had splendid duck shooting in the 
swamps just outside of town for they 
were pretty well looked after. Lasc 
year the shooting was poor because al! 
summer Half Breeds and other 
Freighters camped at these slonghs, 
killed moulting ducks and were kill- 
jag anything big enouga to eat, long 
before the season opened. A great 
many birds are killed by socalled 
travellers who are allowed by the act 
to shoot at avy time. This country is 
now sv settled up that there is no 
longer auy reason to accord any men 
travelling a special privilege. <A 
traveller now slarts out on a journey 
knowing exactly how Jong he wil’ be 
away and should provide provisions 
sufficient for his trip, and besides it .s 
pretty hard now to travel 25 miles 
1 any direction without finding 
me place one may renew supplies. 
reighters all over the country kill 
sauch game before the seasons open, 
A Jaw not iu force is betrer repealed 
altogether.
